1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 3 5 U. S . C. 121: 

L Claims 21-30, are drawn to a planar magnetic write head, classified in class 360, 
subclass 126. 

II. Claims 1-20, are drawn to a process for making a planar magnetic write head, 
classified in class 29, subclass 603+.
